1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 32, 34, 36-38, 40, 42 and 43 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Luthra. 

Luthra discloses coating compositions comprising polyaspartic ester and 
polyisocyanate (see examples) and over indexed with NCO to enable both diamine cure 
and moisture cure of the polyisocyanate (examples and col. 7, lines 42-45). In the 
examples, he uses aliphatic polyisocyanates. 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 33 and 39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in 
the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Luthra. 

Luthra discloses the invention of the claims (see above). In example 3 he 
shows 2.5 hours dry time and 1 1 hours set to touch. Example 1 shows 6.5 hour set to 
touch, which must mean that the dry time is probably less than 2 hours, but it isn't clear 
if the dry times testing method used by Luthra are comparable to those of the applicant. 
When a reference discloses all the limitations of a claim except for a property, and the 
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examiner can't determine if the property is inherent, the burden of proof is shifted to the 
applicant as in In re Fitzgerald, 205 USPQ 594 ( see MPEP 212-2112.02). 

5. Claims 22-31, 35 and 41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Luthra in view of Roesler. 

6. Luthra shows the coating composition of the claims (see above), but differs 
from these claims by not specifically disclosing a mixture of polyaspartic esters. 

7. Roesler discloses coating compositions comprising polyisocyanates and 
mixtures of polyaspartic esters (col. 6, lines 6-15). He teaches that mixtures of 
polyaspartic esters don't crystallize and are, therefore, easier to incorporate into 
coatings (bottom col. 5). 

8. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to use mixtures of polyaspartic esters in the coatings of Luther per 
the teachings of Roesler.
